PROJECT Plywood Christmas trees 
Step 1 To make the largest tree (1200mm 
high), measure and mark a same-size 
triangular shape on each of two plywood 
sheets. To make the medium-sized tree 
(600mm high), measure and mark two 
same-size triangular shapes on a third sheet. 
And to make the smallest tree (400mm high), 
measure and mark two same-size triangular 
shapes on a fourth sheet. 

Step 2 Using a circular saw or handsaw, cut 
out all the shapes on the four plywood sheets.

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This issue, real living stylist Jackie Brown has team 
up with Super A-Mart to demonstrate the tricks to 
creating a cool and contemporary living space. 


What are the key elements of 
a modern minimal look? It's all about 
clean lines, neutral tones and classic 
shapes. Keep everything simple! 

What's the starting point for this room? 

Here, it's the Seattle corner lounge suite. 

In a living room I always start with the 
lounge because it's the biggest item 
in the room and the piece of furniture 
you'll use the most. You want to choose 
something super comfortable, and with a 
style, size and shape that suits the space. 
How do you build the look from here? 

I added the classic coffee and side 
tables, which I decorated sparingly with 
some great design books and minimal 
homewares. A cool floor lamp behind 
the sofa, a textured rug and some simple 
art prints add atmosphere - you want 
a few sculptural accessories, but nothing 
too fussy or overly decorative. 

What colours and materials work best 
with this look?

3D-STAR DECORATION 

you WILL. NEEJ) To make one star you will need 
6 X witches-hat training cones (22.5cm high; you can 
buy them from Ozfitsports.com.au for $2.61 each);

4 X 55cm diameter; available from craft stores 
like Spotlight or Lincraft); 1m rope; copper 
picture-hanging wire (available from hardware 
stores); wire cutters; baubles (we used paper 
and glass ones); string. 

MAKE 1. Place rings on a flat surface and 
create a circle (the order of the sizes should 
be: large, medium, small, large, small, 
medium, large, medium, small, large, small, 
medium, as shown above).

PROJECT 4 

BOTTLE CANDLEHOLDERS 

YOU WILL NEED Empty glass bottles 
(cleaned and labels removed); masking 
tape; glass cutter (available from hardware 
stores); sandpaper; bucket; tealight candle; 
safety glasses and gloves. 

MAKE 1. Use a strip of masking tape to 
mark where you would like to cut your bottle. 
2. Use a glass cutter to scratch a straight line 
around the top of your masking tape. (It is 
designed to only “scratch” the glass, you don’t 
have to press too hard.) 3. Fill a bucket with 
cold water. Light the tealight candle. Wearing 
safety glasses and gloves, carefully hold the 
bottle above the candle, lining up the scratch 
with the flame. Rotate the bottle so all of 
the scratch has been heated by the flame. 

4. Dip the heated bottle into the bucket of cold 
water. The glass should expand and break 
neatly where you have scratched the line. If it 
doesn’t, repeat “step 3” and “step 4” until it 
breaks.
